less records of the Revolutionary war 
will be saved to the people of the na­ 
tion by a plan which Com missioner of 
Pensions Davenport bas Just worked 
out. 
W hile the plan Itself is simple, 
and one that long ago would have ap­ 
pealed to any 
thoughtful 
business 
man, yet 
pension com m issioners of 
the past have given little or no a t­ 
tention to this vastly Im portant side 
of their work. 
I 
Im mediately on becoming head of 
the 
pension 
office, 
Com missioner 
j Davenport realized that steps must be 
taken to preserve these docum ents or 
else a few years would see their utter 
ruin. 
And their loss, he knew, would 
i not only be Irreparable to the govern­ 
ment, but to thousands of people as 
well. 
They were. In brief, those little 
hum an docum ents that gave evidence 
of tbe part taken by the sturdy heroes 
of ’76 In the struggle for American In­ 
dependence. 
Around these docum ents historian* 
have w ritten the story of th at stru g ­ 
gle. patriotic societies have used them 
to supply the nisterlal upon 
which 
their organizations are founded, and 
genealogists 
have 
eagerly 
searched 
them to trace the deeds and trials of 
their honored ancestors 
And, moreover, as long as there re 
mains Interest In tbe men who made 
possible 
the 
birth of the republic, 
thousands of others will annually con­ 
sult the archives of the pension bu­ 
reau for the records which Illumine 
these time-worn arid yellowing docu­ 
m ents of the past 
For some years after the clos** of 
the revolution no attem pt was made

The cares

TO USE WASTE FROM GAS. 


T he w aste of 
millions of dollars- 
worth of natural gas which Is gMng 
on eac h year in the petroleum Melds 
of the country may be {-lopped in the 
near future by a plan m ade public by 
the federal bureau of niltiea. 
Briefly, 
tbe plan, as outlined by the oil ex­ 
perts of the bureau, la to take the so­ 
called "wet gas" found in all the oil 
field* and obtain from it a liquefied 
gas that can be used lor Illuminating 
purposes 
This liquefied gas, which Is 
a by-product of the natural gas, is 
held under high pre sure In steel con­ 
tain ers and can Ie shipped to locali­ 
ties that do not have a g cs system. 
In this way small tow na, hotels and 
country estates may have the advan­ 
tage* of gas Illumination at a fair oust. 
This gas, it Is thought, will also prove 
an excellent lliuniin lit for lighthouses 
and lightship* and other public works 
of a sim ilar nature that must tie lo­ 
cated at a distance from a commercial 
supply of gas.
